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Educating for Family Life

DUCATION for family life has always 
been carried on by the home, with the 
help of other institutions, such as the 
church and the school, in the more recent 
past. As scientific discoveries are made 
that have bearing on the various aspects 
of family living, these findings are made 
available to interested men and women. 
Within the last few decades much infor- 
mation gathered in psychology, psychiatry, 
biochemistry, and other fields of science 
has proved useful in the different depart- 
ments of family life. Helpful understand- 
ing has been gained of some of the ways 
in which happenings and attitudes in the 
home and outside affect a growing child’s 
development toward the ability to main- 
tain satisfying family relations. © 
Most important seems to be the child’s 
feeling of the security of affection between 
himself and his parents. When he feels 
his position threatened, as by the unex- 
pected coming of a baby brother or sister 
into the family, he may be deeply upset. 
If such crisis experiences are handled bad- 
ly, the child may become so insecure that 
he builds a jealous disposition, which will 
handicap him, not only now, but in his 
later courtship and marriage years. Bell 
and Faragoh’s little picture book, The 
New Baby, has just enough reading mat- 
ter addressed to the nursery school age 
child to win his friendship in advance for 
the new brother or sister before it is born 
The husband and wife whose problem is 
their inability to become parents can get 
insight into the types of fertility diagnosis 
and improvement open to them, from 
Hamblen’s Facts for Childless Couples. 
If medical and laboratory examinations 
should give no hope of parenthood, the 
couple might want to study Brooks and 


Brooks’s, Adventuring in Adoption. 

A progressive study of child develop- 
ment, Reynolds’ Children from Seed to 
Saplings helps anyone dealing with chil- 
dren to get an overall picture of the 
typical behavior at different stages, es- 
pecially in relation to other people, in the 
family and outside. Equally delightful 
books on the preadolescent and on the 
adolescent are Zeligs’, Glimpses into Child 
Life: the Twelve-Year-Old at Home and 
School and Zachry and Lighty’s Emotion 
and Conduct in Adolescence. These 
authors help the adult to understand the 
boy and girl who are about to leave child- 
hood, and to see the personality effects of 
their family life experiences. 

Reliable books on child development 
and adolescence afford a fair understand- 
ing of the major drives and capacities of 
the individual at different stages, which 
enables the adult to tell what is a reason- 
able amount of control, and to find out 
how to maintain it without too much con- 
flict. The satisfaction which comes from 
achievements in keeping with the growing 
child’s needs and that which comes from 
being wanted as a playmate and workmate 
by other children are basic elements of 
happiness which can be attained only by 
the child’s own efforts, but may require 
an informed policy of noninterference or 
occasional guidance by parent or teacher. 

The dependence of the child on his fam- 
ily situation and his need of doirig his 
share in making the home life satisfying 
are met with constructive suggestions in 
Goodykoontz and Coon’s Family Living 
and Our Schools. 

Whatever the husband and wife can do 
to raise the level of their own domestic 
and personal adjustment in marriage is @ 
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good investment in married happiness that 
will be part of the family background of 
their sons and daughters. The Happy 
Family, by Levy and Munroe, psychiatrist 
and child psychologist and husband and 
wife until his recent death, is as readable 
as it is scientific. Evans’ Sex Practice in 
Marriage gives specific information on im- 
proving the physical sex adjustments of 
marriage. Bigelow’s Family Finance opens 
up helpful perspectives in planning to get 
what the family wants most, without hav- 
ing trouble over money. 

Because sex and reproduction are an es- 
sential part of life, the child needs to be 
able to get valid answers to his wonder- 
ings about these matters. If his earliest 
questions, dating usually from his second 
year, are answered simply and briefly by 
his parents, the way will be left open for 
him to continue to bring them his puzzles 
on the subject as he grows up. Informa- 
tion does not solve all his problems, but 
the ability to talk things over with his 
parents, in this as in other fields, helps 
the child through many hard spots. 

Parents who would like to meet their 
children’s first questions on sex and re- 
production frankly but with suitable 
reticence are sometimes confused as to 
how to go about it. In the last few years 
a number of useful books have grown out 
of the efforts of parents, teachers, doctors, 
and others to supply in simple words the 
information wanted by all children. Swift’s 
Step by Step in Sex Education puts in 
dialog form some of the more difficult 
questions boys and girls raise at different 
ages, from two years to twenty, with ex- 
amples of parental answers that do not 
beat about the bush. Something of the sex 
philosophy and attitudes of parents is dis- 
cussed in Baruch’s Parents Can Be Peo- 
ple, chapter nine, “Questions You Hope 
They'll Ask.” 

Other books are directed to the child, 
himself. Ets’s Story of a Baby is a scien- 
tific picture book for children, with a 
minimum of text, showing how you looked 
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at different stages in your growth before 
and just after you were born. An artist’s 
work, suggested by Loyola University 
School of Medicine’s popular exhibit of 
human embryos at the Chicago World’s 
Fair, the book is loved by young and old 
for its beauty. 

De Schweinitz’ Growing Up, first 
printed in 1928, is a little more advanced. 
It has been read to or by many seven- to 
ten-year-olds who are now bringing up 
their own children, with this book as part 
of their basic bookshelf. Equally needed 
books have lately come out for succeed- 
ing stages of the child’s developing inter- 
ests. Children vary greatly in their readi- 
ness for any particular book at a definite 
age, no matter what the subject. There- 
fore, labeling books for readers of differ- 
ent ages is done merely to suggest that 
they be put within reach of the child at 
about that age. Some will read them a 
year or two before the average, and others 
a year or two later than the rest. 

Any information a child can get from a 
book is only an intellectual supplement to 
the incidental day-by-day impressions he 
gets of his parents’ attitudes toward 
themselves, each other, and him, as well as 
toward other people, in the family and 
outside. If the parents value sex as a 
necessary and wholesome part of life, to 
be accepted, understood, and managed 
without panic, something of their philos- 
ophy is bound to get across to the child. 

Books for the adolescent help both par- 
ent and child by partially bridging the gap 
between the parent-child relation of 
earlier years and the self-direction of ma- 
turity. Because the adolescent must think 
about sex as part of his growing under- 
standing of himself and the adult world he 
is preparing to enter, he needs authentic 
information and interpretation from a 
source outside his family. He wants help 
from his parents, but he also has to find 
out what other people say. Books that are 
written to help him with all his bewilder- 
ing problems bring at least the benefit of 
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letting him see that he is not alone in 
needing counsel. The choice of a vocation, 
making the most of himself, and getting 
along with other people in the family and 
outside concern him in a new and more 
adult way. McKown and LeBron’s A Boy 
Grows Up and Fedder’s A Girl Grows Up 
consider most of the interests of the young 
adolescent, except sex and reproduction. 
Keliher’s Life and Growth treats rather 
thoroughly the adolescent’s concern with 
these latter subjects, as well as with him- 
self and his place in the world. Corner’s 
two books, Attaining Manhood and At- 
taining Womanhood, deal briefly and com- 
petently with the anatomy and physiology 
of sex and reproduction, with a wise and 
friendly word of advice on the control of 
the sex impulse. Kirkendall’s Sex Adjust- 
ments of Young Men goes into helpful de- 
tail on the problems of the older adoles- 
cent. Johnson’s Looking Toward Marriage 
gives constructive attention to dating and 
courting. Parker’s For Daughters and 
Mothers helps the adolescent girl and her 
mother to get together on the girl’s inter- 
est in making boy friends and managing 
her social relationships well. 

Teachers who see their responsibility 
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for supplementing the parents in inter- 
preting sex and reproduction at different 
levels of the students’ intellectual growth 
will be grateful for the specific counsel in 
Strain’s Sex Guidance in Family Life Edu- 
cation. 

Young people who are about to marry 
have many books to choose from, of vary- 
ing degrees of helpfulness. A few of the 
simplest are listed below, with others for 
married couples. No matter how long a 
husband and wife have been married, they 
are likely to have special interests on 
which they need information. For in- 
stance, parenthood brings a long train of 
questions that do not end when the chil- 
dren marry, but lead into matters of 
grandparenthood. The adjustments of the 
middle years of marriage are as likely as 
any to call for the services of a marriage 
counselor. The couple have to be able to 
find out how to get reliable advice when 
their problems are too much for them. 
Goldstein’s Marriage and Family Counsel- 
ing is one of the useful guides to coun- 
selors, which incidentally helps a layman 
to learn what types of help are available, 
and how to get in touch with those of high 
professional standing.
